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Chicagoans embrace healthier vending machine options

Fifth-grader Martez Richardson has a summer 
routine: He heads over to Eckhart Park across 
the street from his West Town home, plays tack- 
le on the park’s recreational football team and 
then races over to the park’s vending machine. 

There, he spends a few minutes deliberating 
which snack to get, his nose against the glass. 

“I like the crackers, those granola bars, the 
other granola bars,” he said. “But the straw- 
berry Welch’s {fruit} snacks are the best. Em 
getting that.” 

Richardson, like most Chicagoans, is con- 
tent with the park’s healthy-options-only 
vending machines. A new study by Northwest- 
ern University researchers, released Thursday 
found that nearly 90 percent of Chicago park- 
goers said they were satisfied with swapping 
fare like mini donuts for dried fruit. 

Parkgoers spoke with their wallets, too: 
The healthier snacks boosted average month- 
ly per-machine sales from $84 to $371 in a 
little more than a year across the district. 

The findings challenge vendors’ previous 
resistance to nutritious snacks— namely, the 
fear of losing revenue from tried-and-true 
items like candy 

“What Chicago parks have done is prove a 
model where vendors can increase nutrition 
standards and see their revenue go up at the 
same time,” said Kate Bishop, nutrition poli- 
cy associate with the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest. 

“Word will catch on and vendors wiU be 
forced to switch to the model as what’s part of 
a larger movement,” she said. 

The peer-reviewed study was published in 
the August 2014 issue of the Center for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention’s monthly jour- 
nal, “Preventing Chronic Disease.” 

The Northwestern researchers surveyed, 
interviewed and observed vending machine 
consumers at 10 Chicago parks, selected for 
diversity based on the race, ethnicity and loca- 
tion of surrounding neighborhoods. Of those 
surveyed, 88 percent reported enjoying the 
healthy snacks they tried, and 98 percent in- 
dicated they would purchase the snacks again. 


In August 2010, the park district signed a 
five-year contract with national vendor Com- 
pass Group USA, setting nutritional stan- 
dards on all 98 park machines for calories, 
sugar, fat and sodium, researchers said. The 
contract also specified uniform prices for the 
snacks to eliminate price as a driving factor. 


The food— Kellogg’s cracker chips, choco- 
late chip Chewy bars, SunChips, and Nabisco 
100 -calorie packs— were chosen by Colleen 
Lammel-Harmon, the district’s wellness man- 
ager and a registered dietitian. She even hand- 
picked a more nutritious candy bar option: Her- 
she/s special dark chocolate with almonds. 


“People are going to buy something regard- 
less, when they’re hungry,” said Northwest- 
ern University’s Maryann Mason, one of the 
study’s main researchers. “When you have 
a mix of healthy and less healthy items, they 
might be reluctant to try something new, but 
in this case all the choices are healthier.” 


Restaurant, food kiosk to open in Maggie Daiey Park

Scaling the rock-climbing features, speeding 
around the ice-skating ribbon and stroUing 
through the soon-to-open Maggie Daley Park 
would make anyone hungry 

So the Chicago Park District has decided a 
restaurant and food kiosk should go up in the 
downtown park, which remains under con- 


struction. The park district is seeking bids for 
a firm that can design, build and open a “high 
quality” restaurant, run a concession stand 
in a picnic area and handle catering special 
events in the new park. 

Before that stretch at the north end of 
Grant Park was torn up to repair the roof of 
a subterranean parking garage, it was known 


as Daley Bicentennial Plaza and home to 
The Green at Grant Park, a seasonal alfresco 
cafe with a miniature golf course. 

The renovation, estimated at $55 million 
when the project began construction in 2012, 
will feature an ice-skating ribbon, climb- 
ing wall, play garden, field house and picnic 
groves surrounded by lush landscaping. The 


park is being paid for with a combination of 
public and private funding. 

Work on what will be the 28 -acre Maggie 
Daley Park— named for Chicago’s one-time 
first lady, who died in 2011— is projected to be 
completed this winter with additional plant- 
ings in the spring.

FAA reviewing drone 
that flew over Lolla

Federal Aviation Administration officials are 
reviewing two YouTube videos captured by 
a camera-equipped drone over Lollapalooza 
last weekend. 

The videos, posted to TbuTube on Monday 
by user Alfredo Roman, show aerial shots of 
the three-day music festival in Grant Park. 
One video appears to be footage from Satur- 
day just before dusk, and the other is daytime 
footage captured Friday and Sunday of the 
fest, according to the description on the video. 

Elizabeth Cory an FAA spokeswoman 
based in the Chicago area, said the agency is 
reviewing the videos after RedEye inquired 
about regulations for use of such drones. She 
said it is too soon to say whether any action 
will be taken after the review 

Flying over a crowd of people— as it ap- 
pears the aircraft does in the video— could be 
considered “careless and reckless operation,” 
which could violate FAA guidelines, agency 
spokesman Les Dorr said, adding: “Y)u’re not 
supposed to fly over a crowd of people,” he said. 

According to FAA guidelines, unmanned 
aircraft operators do not need FAA clearance 
to fly a drone or model aircraft if the intent is 
purely for hobby or recreation. A clearance is 
needed for commercial purposes. 

Reached Thursday by phone, Roman said 
he shoots the videos for fun at the concerts 


in the park and doesn’t believe he put anyone 
in danger, explaining that the aircraft— which 
is about 14 inches long according to the DJI 
website— was about 230 feet in the air. 

While the flight height meets FAA stan- 
dards— the highest the aircraft is allowed to 
go is 400 feet— the decision to send it over 
a crowded park may be in question. Federal 
aviation guidelines call for “selecting an op- 
erating site that is of sufficient distance from 
populated areas.” Those areas include “parks, 
schools, hospitals, churches, etc.” 

Roman’s remote-controlled DJI Phantom 2 
Quadcopter drone has several safety features, 
he said, including an automated system for 
sending the aircraft back to the operator if 
the power or signal is lost. 

“I don’t want to bring any negativity,” he 
said. “There are people that {have been flying 
drones] for many, many years.” 

Roman said after hearing of the FAA review, 
he is considering taking the videos down. 

“I wasn’t doing it to get any attention,” he 
said. “Whenever I make my videos, I share 
them with my family and friends.” 

The video did garner attention, how- 
ever. Several people tweeted that they 
saw the drone during the festival, and 
EDM artist Skrillex even mentioned 
a “UFO” while playing his set Sunday

User tries to keep bike lanes 
car-free with Twitter hashtag

Clement Robinson— @CJettR on Twitter- 
hopes tweeting about a little-enforced munic- 
ipal code will encourage city officials to keep 
cars out of Chicago’s bike lanes. 

He created the Twitter hashtag 
“#enforce940060,” named for the city code 
that forbids vehicles from stopping in or 
blocking bike lanes, to encourage the city’s 
bike commuters to call out instances of cars 
blocking their paths. 

Since Robinson, 26, of Old Town, began 
using the hashtag a week ago, usually accom- 
panied by a photo of the offending car and a 
nod to the local alderman or Chicago police 
district, it’s been used by cyclists from around 
the city he said. 

“The city ordinance I cite basically says cars 
should not stop, stand or drive in a bike lane,” 
Robinson said. “It creates this dangerous situ- 
ation for cyclists where they’re expected to be 
in one part of the road, but they’re forced out 
of that lane anytime there’s a car there, and 
that can cause accidents.” 

Robinson also cited as example of the se- 
riousness of the problem a cyclist who was 
killed by a truck after swerving to avoid a car 


door while riding in a bike lane near Oak and 
Wells streets in 2012. 

At least two aldermen have taken note of 
the Twitter campaign so far, he said. Aid. Mi- 
chele Smith (43rd) and Aid. Bob Fioretti (2nd) 
both tweeted responses to #enforce940060 
tweets, he said, and so far Smith has followed 
up to say she would look into the problem. 

Smith said she asked her ward superinten- 
dent to have the city install better signage at 
1600 N. Halsted, where Robinson tweeted a 
complaint. She also has asked city officials to 
survey the ward, which encompasses parts of 
Lincoln Park and the Near North Side, “to 
make sure everyone is using the road properly” 

“We have a very well-traveled ward, and we 
want to make sure everyone is safe,” Smith 
said in an interview “That goes for cars, cy- 
clists and pedestrians.” 

Robinson’s goal is to spur transportation and 
police officials to better enforce the ordinance 
and keep bike routes clear of vehicle traffic. 

“When a car is in the lane, your only choice 
is to go into oncoming traffic or on the side- 
walk,” he said. “Without enforcement, [the 
bike lanes] really don’t work.”

More than 30 arrested in West 
Side drug-trafficking sweep

An alleged longtime heroin and crack dealer, 
described by authorities as a patriarch of a 
Gangster Disciples gang faction, was arrested 
Thursday along with dozens of others during 
a crackdown on two open-air drug spots on 
Chicago’s West Side. 

Prosecutors alleged that Johnny “Goo” 
Herndon, 55, directed the lucrative drug-traf- 
ficking organization since the early 1990s and 
amassed substantial real estate holdings with 
the illicit profits. 

On Thursday U.S. Attorney Zachary Par- 
don called the six-month investigation— 
headed by the U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco, Firearms and Explosives— a nimble 
takedown of a dangerous gang faction that 
had terrorized a neighborhood for years. 

“Yesterday they were operational, and 
today it is gone,” Pardon told reporters at 
the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse, where he was 
joined by Chicago police Superintendent 
Garry McCarthy, Cook County State’s At- 
torney Anita Alvarez and Carl Vasilko, head of 


the ATF in Chicago. 

Asked whether the takedown would have 
any real effect on the drug trade or the violence 
often associated with it. Pardon acknowl- 
edged that cases like it are just “one piece” of a 
complicated social-economic puzzle. 

“We are not saying that a single gang case is 
a panacea,” Pardon said. “We are not naive.” 

Chicago police and federal agents carried 
out an early morning sweep largely on the 
West Side, arresting up to 35 defendants on 
federal or state drug charges. Prosecutors said 
Herndon’s drug territory— the 300 block of 
South Kilbourn Avenue and the 4400 block 
of West Congress Avenue— was particularly 
lucrative given its proximity to the Eisenhow- 
er Expressway an easy link for suburban drug 
customers to score heroin or crack. 

Authorities alleged that Herndon’s organi- 
zation used violence, guns and threats to con- 
trol and protect its turf 

Asked about Herndon’s advanced years. 
Pardon paused and smiled. 

“Fifty-five is the new 35,” he quipped.

thorized “targeted” U.S. airstrikes against 
Islamic State fighters in northern Iraq and 
military airdrops of humanitarian suppHes to 
besieged religious minorities there to prevent 
a “potential act of genocide.” 

Speaking after meetings with his national 
security team, Obama— in his most signifi- 
cant response to the Iraq crisis — said he ap- 
proved limited use of American air power to 
protect American personnel if Islamic State 
militants advance toward the Kurdish capital 
Arbil where they are based. 

The airstrikes would be the first carried 
out by the U.S. military in Iraq since the with- 
drawal of its forces at the end of 2011 , but 
Obama insisted he would not commit any 
ground forces and had no intention of letting 
the United States get dragged back into a war 
There.

W ITH SONGS LIKE “Calling Cards,” the GTW’s style recalls bass- 
heavy mid-’90s R&B with influences of house— generating a heavy 
yet melodic sound both familiar and unique. The 24-year-old native of 
south suburban Hazel Crest (whose real name is James King and now lives in Pilsen) 
garnered local and national attention with his 2012 mixtape “4814,” and his latest, 
“Chigeria,” arrives later this year. 


Along with JODY (which you’re a member 
of), The-Drum and Supreme Cuts, you’re a 
part of the scene coming out of Pilsen and 
Logan Square that some are calling “avant- 
garde” R&B. 

I think people don’t think of us when they 
think of Chicago’s hip-hop scene. The city 
is big, but it’s like there’s only two sides. 
There’s this — I don’t want to say drill— 
whole street rap side, then there’s the “We 
went to art school, or we’re from Hyde Park 
but we only hang downtown” scene. Then 
there’s what we’re doing. Everyone you 
mentioned is part of this weird, experimen- 
tal R&B thing. We’re all friends and support 
each other. It’s all about the people you’re 
around. They influence your taste and it’s 
great. We’re happy to be based in Pilsen, 
Logan Square. We did a Pitchfork afterparty 
in Pilsen and had 300 people out there off 
four days of promotion via Facebook. I only 
listen to {rapper} KIT and my friends. I 
don’t want to scare off the other scenes; I 


want everything to be inclusive. That way, 
you introduce people to a new sound or a 
new group of people. 

Are you trying to collaborate with other 
acts in these other scenes? 

I mean, obviously Tink. She’s the best. 
Spenzo reached out to me. Honestly? I want 
to work with {Chicago house legend] DJ 
Deeon. I want to work with people who 
paved their own lane. In house music, espe- 
cially It’s directly responsible for so much of 
the popular music you hear right now. Like 
the new U.K. garage sound from bands like 
Disclosure? That’s based off Chicago house. 

How do you describe your sound? 

I call my style “basement pop.” I want to 
keep it gritty, but at the same time I want 
lyrics that convey different feelings — from 
talking about a girl cheating on me or some- 
one snooping trying to And out stuff about 
me online. Any quirky situation. 


So “Bleach Pool,” on which you talk about a 
girl angrily pouring bleach on your clothes, 
fits that idea? 

Yeah. That’s a combination of a thing that 
happened to me and my friend. The bleach 
part was me, unfortunately 

That’s ... really depressing. 

{Laughs.} Y)u’re telling me! 

What infiuences your sound? 

This is a cliche, but everything. You have to 
be able to combine all of your influences and 
then add your voice. I’m Nigerian. I don’t 
care what kind of song I do; I have to have 
some kind of bongos or Nigerian drum sound 
on it. It’s the same with anything. If you love 
Cam’ron, put something that vaguely sounds 
like a Dipset record on your stuff If I want to 
throw a sample from a Wes Craven movie over 
a cumbia track, I will. Also, I’ve mentioned 
this before in other interviews, but I owe a lot 
to {Chicago rap group} The Cool Kids. 

I don’t think I’ve heard that before. How so? 

They low-key inspired a lot of stuff that’s go- 
ing on in the music scene now. They proved 
that you don’t have to do what everyone else 
is doing. Not just in the music, but the way 
they approached their style— I mean, I think 
they brought back snapbacks {baseball caps}; 


they made me want to branch out and wear 
whatever I wanted in high school. They were 
that real life personiflcation of this swagged- 
out community that existed online back then 
on sites like Myspace. Those people gave me 
confidence in myself I didn’t really care when 
I got made fun of in high school for wearing 
something like green pants and a super baggy 
T-shirt because this random group of folks 
on Myspace were my friends. 

Tell me about “Chigeria.” 

I’m really trying to make it one that people 
sit with. I don’t want to be here today and 
gone tomorrow Remember what I was say- 
ing about the basement pop thing? That’s my 
mentality about this project. You gotta be 
in the basement mentally so you can’t look 
outside and focus on what everyone else is 
doing. Artists get in their head about stuff 
and end up waiting too long to put things 
out because you’re worried about getting it 
right. You stop growth. That happens to a lot 
of people. They’ll be ready to put something 
out but then get nervous like, “Oh, someone 
else is yodeling over a juke track. Maybe I 
shouldn’t {put} mine out?” That’s not hap- 
pening with this. I’m taking my time because 
this is my story It’s my book. I want people 
to see it and experience the ride.

think of her journalistic cred. The first time

embarrassing Pizza Hut product placement. 

The ridiculously generic plot involves 
April teaming up with the CGI turtles and 
their father/sensei/talking rat Splinter (voiced 
by Tony Shalhoub) to battle the evil Shredder 
(Tohoru Masamune), who in subtitles says 
things like, “I don’t believe in fairy tales.” 
There’s incoherent action and a secret/super- 
predictable villain who of course explains 
his diabolical plan to his enemies and says, 
“Time to take a bite out of the Big Apple.” If 
you were trying to destroy Chicago, would 
you say, “The Windy City won’t be so windy 
anymore”? No, you wouldn’t. Also: Mutant 
turtles shouldn’t age at the same rate as 
humans! 

Will Arnett plays another character who 
drools over April. Feet may as well play the 
Foot Clan because they’re more like faceless 
soldiers than the mildly interesting disciples 
of the previous, PC-rated movies. Those 
kinds of films rarely exist anymore, trans- 
formed into gloomy PG-13-rated, superhero- 
ish nonsense with no clue about fun. Kids 
and people who used to be kids should be 
mad about that.

%u know those an- 
noying movies that 
make small towns 
look like actual min- 
iatures, as if they’re 
some cutesy, perfect 
refuge from the messy 
world outside? “The 
Grand Seduction,” starring Brendan Gleeson 
and Taylor Kitsch, was like that. It was terrible. 

“Calvary” also stars Gleeson, but it’s 
certainly not trite. What a difference. From 
writer-director John Michael McDonagh 
(“The Guard”), “Calvary” presents a tiny 
Irish coastal community that’s just as 
shell-shocked by large-scale violence and 
economic devastation. And with a popula- 
tion that’s only a fraction of a bigger city, the 
person-to-person impact of increasing fear 
and nihilism only escalates. Father James 
Lavelle (Gleeson) sees this from aU angles af- 
ter a man confesses his plans to kill the priest 
as a statement about good versus evil. Soon 
James sees hopelessness everywhere, from his 
daughter (Kelly Reilly) who survived a suicide 


attempt (and returns at a convenient time) 
to a butcher (Chris O’Dowd) losing his faith. 
There’s also a rich jerk (Dylan Moran) who 
feels no remorse about the means that led to 
his fortune but thinks he should feel guilty 
He wonders: Is there a difference? 

It’s not a spoiler to reveal that all this 
drama moves the man of the cloth to the bot- 
tle, and after the misery of “Calvary,” a drink 
doesn’t sound so bad. McDonagh, a whiz at 
dialogue, frequently allows the meaning to 
supersede the story; the movie is on-message 
at all times, and the effect can be exhausting. 
Two mysteries (who wants to kill James, and 
who beat a local woman?) are dangled but not 
really pursued. 

While Gleeson always cuts a large figure, 
here he’s a captivating, simmering pot, a 
priest who shows his kind are people, too. In 
this global microcosm, religious folks are no 


longer trusted and lack of money means lack 
of future means lack of purpose. There are 
too many places that know how that feels. 
How do we live like this? How should we 


die? The many good questions of “Calvary” 
resonate mostly because they have no clear 
answer, and even the attempts at resolution 
are hard to swallow

Bullock banks big bucks

Sandra Bullock’s stratospheric paycheck for 
the Oscar-winning sci-fi thriller “Gravity” 
(right) has launched her to the top of 
Forbes’ list of top-earning actresses. 

The 50 -year-old actress made 
an estimated $51 million be- 
tween June 2013 and June 2014, 
mostly from the Alfonso Cua- 
ron-directed film, Forbes said. 

Bullock claimed the No. 7 spot 
last year. 

“Gravity,” of course, was one of ^ 
the biggest movies of 2013, grossing 
more than $716 million at the global box of- 
fice and winning seven Oscars. Bullock had 
a lucrative profit-participation deal on the 
blockbuster hit. 

Bullock’s impressive payday notwithstand- 
ing, she and her fellow actresses still trail 
Hollywood’s top-paid male actors: Robert 
Downey Jr. raked in $75 million in the same 
period, and Dwayne “The Rock” Johnson 
earned $52 million. 

Bullock is followed on the Forbes actress 


list by “Hunger Games” star Jennifer Law- 
rence ($34 million), “We’re the Millers” star 
Jennifer Aniston ($31 million), “Iron Man 3” 
star Gwyneth Paltrow ($19 million), “Ma- 
leficent” star Angelina Jolie ($18 mil- 
lion) and “The Other Woman” star 
Cameron Diaz ($18 million). 

Jolie topped last year’s list with 
an estimated $33 million, part 
of which was credited from her 
large upfront payment for “Malef- 
icent.” She’s expected to earn more 
next year through a back-end deal 
on the Disney movie, which has grossed 
more than $700 million worldwide. 

The clout associated with topping the list 
often leads to actors seeking out new pastures 
in Hollywood. 

Though “Maleficent” has proved that Jolie 
can still be a box-office powerhouse, she also 
is branching out into directing, with “Unbro- 
ken” set to arrive Christmas Day 

Bullock’s upcoming projects include 
“The Heat 2” and a movie about Tipperware 
marketing guru Brownie Wise.

Had you told me a 
few months ago that 
I’d enjoy the romance 
at the center of 
Starz’s “Outlander,” I 
would have scoffed. 
I’d rather you jab my 
eyes with a stick than force them to watch 
“Titanic” or “The Notebook” ever again. 

Ronald D. Moore (“Battlestar Galactica”), 
adapting the 1 6 -episode first season from 
the wildly popular book series by Diana 
Gabaldon, presents its romance without the 
sentimentality that often makes such tales 
too cheesy to endure. He also manages to 
steer clear of the gratuitous “wink-wink” sex 
and flesh that clutters cable shows. 

For those reasons, my heart will go on for 
“Outlander.” 

The genre-bending, time-traveling tale 
begins in 1945 as former field nurse Claire 
Randall (Caitriona Balfe) and her former spy 
master husband, Frank (Tobias Menzies), take 
a second honeymoon in Scotland after being 
separated for five years by World War II. On

a day trip, Claire touches one in a ring of ap- 
parently mystical stones and is transported to 
the same location in 1743. 

As Claire is attacked by British Capt. 
Blackjack Randall (Menzies again)— who 
looks suspiciously like her husband— she’s 
rescued by a group of warriors from the 
Scottish clan MacKenzie and taken back to 
their castle. On the way, viewers traverse the 
astonishingly beautiful Scottish countryside 
and the amazing production values of “Out- 
lander.” Claire gets some eye-candy of her 
own in the form of the swoon-worthy Jamie 
Fraser (Sam Heughan), a stand-up lad among 
his rowdier mates despite his torture at the 
hands of Blackjack. 

And thus, a great love begins. But wait, 
what about Frank? The first episode of “Out- 
lander,” which already is streaming online, 
moves deliberately— but for good reason. It 



emotionally sets up much of Claire’s future 
(um, in the past) by making us feel the love 
Claire already has for Frank. 

The up-and-down pacing sags in parts of 
the first five episodes as we’re subjected to 
unneeded voiceover. I could listen to Balfe 


read a phonebook in Gaelic, but the narra- 
tion takes me out of the action. We glean 
everything we need about her feelings as we 
watch Claire get to know her i8th century 
friends and enemies and try to find her way 
back to the stones, 1945 and Frank. 

That said, I urge viewers to stick around, 
because Episode 6 is brilliantly tense from 
start to finish. When Claire and Blackjack 
meet again, Menzies mesmerizes as the 
redcoat enforcer who can’t be trusted. Balfe 
cements her leading lady status as Claire tries 
desperately to find apiece of Frank’s decency 
in his ancestor’s despicable soul. 

Heughan, too, is not just a handsome face 
and hunky bod. His Jamie is a sensitive but 
heroic figure scarred inside and out by famil- 
ial ties and the redcoats.
